Hundreds of Head of Steck Washed 
Away and Many Houses 
Floating Off. 


MBEMPHIS, Tenn., March 18.—To-night at 
Memphis the Mississippi has reached the 
highest mark since the establishment of the 
Weather Bureau. The gauge registers 35.7 | 
feet and the water is creeping up slowly 
but surely. 

The river reached its previous highest 
record on March 14-17, 1890, when the gauge 
marked %.6 feet. . 

News reached Memphis to-day of the 
breaking of the levee last night at Marion, 
Ark., and the consequent inundation of that 
little city and all the surrounding country. 
The waters have swept over the country 
for miles around, further than the eye can 
reach. In the town of Marion the water 
fs about three feet deep and the inhabi- 
tants are leaving summarily; although the 
houses at that point are not considered to 
be in imminent danger of being trans- 
formed into floating rafts. Much destruc- 
tion of stock ts reported, but there ts yet 
@ great deal which can be saved. 

At President's Island all the stock is de- 
etroyed, excépt twenty-five horses, and at 
Athen and Clicken Islands the destruc- 
tion of stock has been equally great, The

The Neeley plantation below Mound City 
is one vast expanse of water, while the 
houses on this property have been swept 
away and are floating about on the water.

The river has re- 
mained stationary at Cairo, indicating that 
the crest has certainly been reached at that 
point. 

At Helena the river was 43.5 feet, a rise 
of five-tenths of a foot and 6.5 feet above 
danger line. 

At Vicksburg a ris@ of six-tenths of a 
foot in the past twenty-four hours had 
brought the river to a height of 39.5 feet, 
which is very near the danger line of 41 
feet. The river continues to rise slowly at 
points below Vicksburg. j

The en- 
gine plunged down a bluff sixty feet high 
into the river, with the engineer sticking to 
his post. The wreck caught fire and seven 
cars were burned. 

The injured: Engineer James T. Pittman, 
left leg broken and badly cut and bruised, 
fatally hurt; Fireman Alfred Kennedy, in- 
ternally injured and bruised, fatal; Express 
Messenger Polk Culberson, leg badly lacer- 
ated; Baggagemaster Winston, painfully 
bruised; John Simpson, colored, passenger, 
badly bruised. 

All these men live in Atlanta. 

Two other passengers whose names could 
not be learned were slightly injured. 

The train which was wrecked was the 
Passenger train from Chattanooga, due here 
at 8:25 this morning.

ing-house for the exchan of country 


checks is again being agitaged. Heretofore 
all attempts to start such an enterprise have 
failed. The promoter of the enterprise is 
J. R. Anderson, and assotiated with him 
are White & Blackwell, bankers. As out- 
lined by Mr. Anderson in a circular letter 
to country banks inviting them to co-oper- 
ate in the plan it is proposed to purchase 
from New York City banks each day the 
country checks received by them at a price 
which will make the cost of collection to 
them less than it is by their present ar- 
rangements. It is estimated that the coun- 
try checks deposited each day in New York 
City banks aggregate $10,000,000, and that as 
the average time of collection is from four 
to six days, it follows that the average 
daily amount of such checks outstanding— 
that is, in process of collection—is at least 
$40,000,000, which sum may fairly be said 
to be carried all the time as a part of cus- 
tomers’ credit balances. It is obvious, of 
course, that without some reciprocal rela- 
tions with country banks no one concern 
could buy and pay cash for such an amount 
of checks.

HAS PASSED THE SENATE. 


Is a Substitute for the Dyer Anti-Trust 
Bill and Is Special Order 
Monday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 13.—One 
of the most important bills now pending 
before the Legislature, of the class that 
stand a show of passage, is Senator Van- 
diver’s anti-trust bill. This measure passed 
the Senate and is now in the House. It 
has been set apart as a special order of 
business for Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
This bill takes the place of the Dyer anti- 
trust bill, which was introduced in the 
House early in the session. 

The chances are that the Vandiver bill 
will pass the House. There will be some 
opposition to it, no doubt, but the gen- 


eral sentiment is largely in favor of- the 
1 of the measure, so the leading 

ouse members say. Following is the full 
text of the Vandiver bill: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Missouri, 
as follows: That from and after the 
passage of this act all arrangements, 
contracts, agreements, trusts or combi- 
nations between persons or corpora- 
tions made with a view to lessen, or 
which tend to lessen, full and free 
competition in the importation or sale 
of articles imported in this State, or in 
the manufacture or sale of articles 
of domestic growth or of da- 
mestic raw material, and all arrange- 
ments, contracts, agreements, trusts or 
combinations between persons or corpo- 
rations designed, or which tend to ad- 
vance, reduce or control the price or 
the cost to the producer or to the con- 
sumer of any such product or article 
are hereby declared to be against pub- 
lic policy, unlawful and void. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid that any corpora- 
tion, chartered under the laws of this 
State, which shall violate any of the 

rovisions of this act shall thereby for- 
eit its charter and its franchise, and its 
corporate existence shall thereupon 
cease and determine. Every foreign 
corporation, which shall violate any of 
the provisions of * act, is hereby de- 
nied the right to do, and is prohibited 
from doing business in this State. It 
is hereby made the duty of the Attor- 
ney General of the State to 2 this 
provision by due process of law.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER FLOODS. 

The entire Mississippi Valley, upper 
and lower, is threatened with another of 
those overflows which every few years 
destroy millions of dollars in growing and 
gathered crops and property and chattels 
of all descriptions. There is no way of 
averting the danger, and practically no 
way of resisting the watery invasion. 
For the device of building dirt levees has 
been found to be ineffective. Against a 
small rise such levees may serve: their 
intended purpose. Against such a flood 
as is now threatened they never do. 

In this fact lies one of the strongest 
arguments in favor of liberal appropria- 
tions for Mississippi River improvements, 
although it is one of which we hear the 
least. When argument for such improve- 
ment is made in Congress the value to 
traffic is dwelt upon to the exclusion of 
everything else. But the protection of 
the property of farmers is of equal im- 
portance, 

When general Mississippi River im- 
provement comes it must be such as 
scientific civil engineering suggests. 
Such engineering will look to the im- 
provement and permanence of navigation 
on lines which, through their control of 
the waterways will make such floods as 
are now of frequent occurrence practi- 
cally impossible.

AMENITIES ON ‘CHANGE. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri has ju- 
dicially declared the right and power of 
a Merchants’ Exchange to suspend a 
member who insists on smoking during 
‘Change hours in violation of its rules. 

The decision grew out of the suit of Al- 
bers against the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Exchange for $50,000 damages claimed to 
have been suffered through Albers’ sus- 
pension from the privileges of the floor 
because he refused to obey the rule pro- 
hibiting-smoking. It appears, from the 
agreed record that he had been warned 
to desist, under threat of suspension, be- 
fore the order of suspension was made. 
He denied the authority of the Board of 
Directors to make or enforce such a rule, 
and continued to smoke. When sus- 
pended he brought suit for damages. 

The Supreme Court not only declares 
the power of the Board to make such a 
rule, but the Justices hint at admiration 
of the good taste of such a restriction. 
Doubtless they are correct, both as to the 
law and the fact, but there are men, of 
whom Mr. Albers is perhaps one, who 
are built on the factory plan. They are 
running at their fullest capacity and do- 
ing the most business when they are rais- 
ing the largest clouds of smoke. General 
Grant was such a man. So we must not 
condemn Mr. Albers unreservedly. 

The value of the decision is in its gen- 
eral applicability. It declares, and in 
large measure defines, the powers of Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Directors not only to 
make but to enforce rules for the govern- 
ment of the conduct of members during 
Change hours. Any one who has seen 
the endless \variety of horse play indulged 
in by practical jokers on Exchange floors 
in all large cities, will conclude that it 
was high time to invoke judicial power 
in defense of the amenities. There have 
been rules against all such exuberances. 
But directing Boards have never hereto- 
fore been sure of their right to enforce 
them. \ 5

“A man came to me the other day who had 
paid his taxes promptly for thirty-six 
years,” he said; “on the thirty-seventh year 
he was unable to pay promptly. He wanted 
time. What should I do in such a case? 
What would a business man do if: 
a customer came along who had paid 
his bills promptly for thirty-six years 
and on ‘the thirty-seventh year want- 
ed a little time. Would the merchant 
sue him and force him into bankruptcy? 
Of course not. He would give him time. 
I admit that the law provides that if taxes 
are not paid when due I am required to} 
force the delinquents into court, but am I 
not right in giving such people a chance?” 

There are those who will be able to see @ 
distinction between the rights of a merchant 
trading for profit to exercise leniency to- 
wards a creditor and the rights of a sworn 
offic o ignore the law, but these are but 
carpi and captious critics. The charge 
has been made that the city is out many 
thousands of dollars annually because of the 
non-enforcement of the law in regard to 
licenses and the payment of taxes. Hert 
21 nhein, in explaining that he had 
brought more suits than anybody explained 
that many suits were not brought because 
the delinquents had nothing, and the only 
way they could pay” fine would be to work 
it out at the Workhouse. The inference 
was that a man who cannot pay for a 
license ought to be allowed to go ahead 
without one, which is one idea of a business 
administration, if an eccentric one. 


The theory that the office should seek the 
man, and not the man the office, is @ very 
pretty one—as a theory. It is not notice- 
ably rife or popular among candidates, how- 
ever.

In plain words, it is simply a declaration 
that to gratify personal ambition one wants 
to be Mayor, and he will do his best to get 
there. This may not mark the modest 
man, but then the modest man seldom gains 
recognition or distinction. And modesty is 
not the strong suit of the office-seeker, any-

Reasons Why Mrs. Kettle Wishes to 
} Regain the Orphan. 


It is now known why Mrs. Kettle wishes 
the return of Lizzle McDonald. The more 
the story of this little waif is investigated 
the more it resembles that masterly work 
by Victor Hugo. Lizzie was the maid of 
all work. More than that she was used as 


a dupe by means of whom these modern 
Jondreths tmposed upon society. 

This is what Lizzie was compelled to do 
at the rickety home on South Seventh 
street. Wash and dress the babiles—some- 
times there were mary, at others few— 
make the beds, wash the dishes; in the 
afternoon go out with basket on arm and 
beg: in the evening rush the growler’’ to 
a neighboring saloon and bring beer to the 
noisy crowd that gathered in the den where 
the Kettles live.

A saloon keeper, who has a place on a 
corner near the Kettle’s, said yesterday 
afternoon: The little girl often came in 
here for beer. I guess they had a noisy 
time at that house. She came in almost 
every evening and would go back and forth 
with the can many times before we closed.” 

Mrs. Henche, wife of a merchant tailor 
at 1541 South Seventh street, said: ‘The 
child was beaten terribly at times. I have 
seen the woman use a strap upon her in 
the yard. When they were liv-ng in the 
alley opposite they had many children and 
the children were kept coming and going; 
one never saw the same faces. I believe 
she has but one child now. She calls him 
Willie. To some persons she has said the 
boy is her own and to others that he is 
adopted. I have seen Lizzie go out with 
baskets and come back with them filled.

A VETERAN EDITOR. 


Dr. Preetorious Becomes a Septuagen- 
arian To-Morrow. 


Dr. Emil Preetorius, the oldest man in 
point of service on the local German press, 
celebrates the 70th anniversary of his birth 
to-morrow. 

In 1853 he crossed the ocean and settled 
in St. Louis, engaging in the importing 
business. He had been forced to leave his 
native land on account of his participation 
in the revolution of 1848-1850. Early in 1864 
Dr. Preetorius became editor-in-chief and 

art owner of the Westliche Post, and hag 
been in the service of the paper contin- 
uously since. " 

On assuming charge of the journal he 
made it a strong Union * He had 
been elected to the State gislature in 
1862 on the Radical emanc'pation ticket, and 
had made a record for himself on the floor 
of the House as a fearless advocate of the 
freedom of the slave.

Dr. Preetorius was originally intendea 
for a lawyer, and before comi to America 
he had practised with success in Germany.

Heidelberg.

MUSTY COURT RECORDS SOMETIMES S 
_ CONTAIN SNATCHES OF POETRY. 


They Are Not So Dry as Most People Think—Ex- 
amples in Illustration. 


Poetry in the opinion of the judges of, m 


the Supreme Court of the State of Missouri 
is one of the features that has been observed 
and brought to light by a St. Louis Judge. 

Those not versed in law think that the 
nearly two hundred volumes of Supreme 
Court reports contain nothing but learned 
and dry dissertations on law. They pos- 
sess a terror for the layman, but to a care- 
ful jurist they are read, enjoyed and di- 
gested as rapidly as they are issued. 

Judge James E. Withrow of the Criminal 
Division of the St. Louls Circuit Court, not 
only detected the legal points, but in his 
readings made notes and showed a reporter 
where four different judges resorted to po- 
etry in rendering their opinions on impor- 
tant cases. 

Judge Gantt rendered the opinion in the 
case of Charles Wisdom, the negro who 
was hanged for the murder of Edward 
Dremer at 818 Pine street on April . 1892. 
Wisdom was sentenced to hang in Judge 
Edmund's court and the case was carried 
to the Supreme Court. 

It appeared that in the course of the ex- 
amination of a witness in the trial court he 
was asked to tell what happened when he 
went down to the Morgue by the dead body 
of the deceased, when a witness, John Wil- 


liard, and defendant, were there prior to the

HIS PATRIOTIC - UTTERANCES. 


Richard P. Bland Got Twenty-Two 
Votes, Though He Was Not 
a Candidate. 


+ Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—Re 
gariess of the fact that he was not a can- 
didate before the caucus; despite the state- 
ments of Missouri members authorized to 
Speak for him, that he did not want his 
name presented, Richard Parks Bland of 
Missouri received twenty-two votes for 
Speaker in the Democratic caucus this af- 
ternoon. Mr. Bland was not present and 
his loyal friends in the Missouri delega- 
tion explained that he did not want anyone 

to vote for him. Yet the sentiment for the 
Missouri commoner was so strong that he, 
not a candidate, received within eight on 
as many votes as Mr MoMsfa vi Ten- 
nessee, who has been actively a candidate 
for six months. 

Joseph W. Bailey of Texas won the honor 
of the caucus nomination handily on the 
lirst ballot, receiving fifty-six votes against 
thirty for McMillin and twenty-two for 
Bland. As the most effective way of si- 
lencing carping critics who lose no oppor- 
tunity to detract from Mr. Bland's prestige 

the advocate of silver, it is but to tell 

n detall how he came to get these twenty- 
two votes. At 10 o'clock this forenoon the 
nine Missour! Democrats now in dare 
ton —Dockery, De Armond, Cochran, Clar

kansas wanted to vote for him anyhow. 
Mr. Dockery explained to the caucus ta 
. land did not want his name con- 
eidered. Mr. Cochran, in a foreible speech 
said that the members from Missouri, who 
were all for Rand, had followed his in- 
structions in not nominating him; the pre-

JAKE WOLFLIN STRUNG UP UN- 
TIL HE BECAME UNCONSCIOUS. 


HE IS A MUSCULAR FREAK. 


Submitted to the Experiment to Show 
That He Is Powerful Enough to 
Resist Strangulation. 


Tou have no idea,“ he remarked, with a 
smile illuminating his big, good-natured 
face, “how pleasant it is to be hanged.”’ 

The rest of the crowd-readily assented to 
this proposition and with some insistency 
that they had no desire to find out. 

Wolflin’s performance was considered very 
remarkable by the physicians present. He 
was hanging for about 15 seconds before he 
gave the signal to be lowered. He was un- 
conscious when let down, a fact he greatly 
deplored from a professional point of view. 
He explained it, however, by saying that he 
had no training for the ordeal and that he 
had been seriously fll up to two weeks ago. 
The only mitigating circumstance about his 
“going out” was that it caused that pleasant 
sensation. 

There was a little informal] hanging last 
night at Dr. Heine Marks’ Hospital, 2930 
Morgan street. Jake Wolflin, the Iron 
Man, Was stretched by the neck until he 
became unconscious, for the benefit of an 
admiring coterie of physicians and news- 
paper men. 

When he came to, Jacob dilated at some 
léngth on the pleasurable sensation of 
strangulation and his preference for it 
over any other form of death. 

Wolflin's test in this instance was made 
for the benefit of Charles W. Daniels, a 
local theatrical man, who thinks there are 
great possibilities in the Iron Man as a 
money maker. When Daniels heard of the 
freakish character of the man and of his 
boasted ability to be hanged by the neck 
for three minutes and still live, he imme- 

lately saw that there might be money in 
him if handled properly. 

A couple of local capitalists offered to 
put up the funds in case Wolflin could do 
what he said. The experiment of last night 
resulted. Daniels wanted it performed in 
the presence of reputable physicians so that 
in case of an accident precautions to pre- 
vent death might be taken. 

The hour set for the test was 9:30-0’clock. 
At that time there were present at Dr. 
Mark’s hospital Drs. G. D. Thompson, J. 
H. Kern, M. V. Kingsbury, Dr. Marks him- 
self and Daniels. ‘ 

Before the hanging the Iron man sat 
around and told something of himself. He 
is a tall gangling fellow, with a healthy 
open countenance. He talks more intel- 
ligently than one might imagine. He is 
now 30 years of age and weighs about 18! 
pounds. He first noticed that he had a re- 
markable muscular development in the 
neck several years ago, when he was doing 
a little wrestling. 

With a view to increasing his proficiency 
in this respect, he began paying special at- 
tention to this part of his anatomy, and 
after a time the idea struck him that there 
might be money in it for him if he could 
develop his neck sufficiently to be hanged 
and live. He therefore kept up his work 
with the result that there is probably no 
other man in the world who is his equal in 
this respect. 

He tried his hanging specialty at the 
World’s Fair and later in the dime muse- 
ums of Chicago. He asserts that he became 
go proficient that he was able to do a 7-foot 
ae 4 and — as long as three minutes 
without great inconvenience. About a year 
ago he quit giving these exhibitions at the 
earnest entreaties of his mother, who feared 
that he might be killed. He came to 8t. 
Louls then, and has since been living here 
in retirement. 

Great interest was evinced by the physi- 
clans present last night in Wolflin's neck. In 
repose it looks like the neck of any ordi- 
nary robust man. But when he throws his 
head back and draws the muscles up tight, 
it becomes as hard as gutta percha and 
swells to tremendous proportions. The dos- 
tors said that it was the abnormal develop- 
ment of what are known as the flat mus- 
cles. which gave him so great a resistive 

ower that strafigulation cannot occur un- 
ess remarkable pressure is exerted. 

The secret of this development Wolflin win 
not reveal. He says that when he is in 
training he will not allow even his wife to 
see what his exercises are. 

The flat muscles all over Wolflin’s body 
have been developed to a greater extent 
than is usual. His stomach is so hard that 
when drawn taut a strong man can 
beat a tatoo on it with his fist without the 
owner feeling any inconvenience. 

When those present had sufficiently ex- 
amined the “Iron Man” he was taken up-

THE PROPOSED NEW RACING Law 
BEFORE THE SENATE. 


POOL-ROOMS WILL BE CLOSED. 


Gambling to Be Permi r gitted Only on Le- 
gitimate Tracks and the Book- 
makers Will Be Licensed. 


The most important victory ever gained 
by any sport in Missouri is the passage of 
the new racing law by the House at Jeffer- 
son City, and the assurance that the bill 
be rushed through the Senate. The ques- 
ion at issue involves more than a mere 
continuance of widespread gambling in this 
State.

Neither 
of the principals was satisfied with the 
showing he had made, and they met for the 
second time on June 5 of the same year, 
near Benicia, Cal. The battle resulted in 
a victory for Corbett after a hard grueling 
fight of twenty-seven rounds, consuming 
one hour and forty-seven minutes. 
Corbett then met and vanquished a num- 
ber of Pacific Coast professionals at vari- 
ous points along the slope. Among them 
were Dave Eiseman, Captain Jim“ Daly, 
Mike Brennan, Frank Glover, the Chicago 
fighter; Frank Smith, Joe McAuliffe, ‘“The 
Mission Giant;’’ Prof. John Donaldson, 
Martin Costello, Dave Campbell and the 
wrestler, broadsword exvert and boxer, 
Duncan McDonald, all e? wnom Corbett 
outclassed. His next engagement and one 
which gave the young Californian consid- 
erable reputation was a s!x-round go with 
Jake Kilrain, who was but clay in his 
hands. Next he easily bested in four

Corbett then returned to the Pacific Coast 
and was matched with the unbeaten Aus- 
tralian heavyweight negro, Peter Jackson. 
The contest was for a purse of $10,000 and

“no contest” after sixty-one rounds had 
been fought. This engagement was a spir- 
ited one for the first thirty rounds, but 
neithér principal did any effective fighting 
after that period of the battle.

The Jockey Club, the Missouri Horse- 
Breeders’ Association and the supporters of 
both these institutions, represent the poli- 
cy that racing, properly conducted, is a 
clean, reputable and honorable sport, wor- 
thy of patronage from the best citizens. 
Through the efforts of the leading men in 
the Jockey Club the proposed new law was 
worked through the House of Representa- 
tives in a clean and above board fashion. 
The bill as presented was the work of the 
ublest constitutional lawyers, and pending 
its passage by the House was thoroughly 
discussed, and changes were made in order 
to make it fit the existing circumstances. 

When the law, for the bill will undoubt- 
edly become such, goes into effect, power 
will be conferred upon the State Racing 
Commission to restrict practices even if 
permitted by the law, if such practices be- 
come detrimental... Experience with the 
Percy-Gray law in New York has shown 
that under similar circumstances racing 
can be conducted with freedom from the 
abuses that previously existed, and in such 
a manner as to enlist the sympathies of 
many who once thought that all association 
with the turf must inevitably be harmful, 
if not disgraceful. 

To sporting men of all varieties through- 
out the country the assurance from Jeffer- 
son City that the racing bill will become a 
law was grateful news. It meant that in 
at least one Western State it had been found 
possible to surround this sport with re- 
strictions and regulations which will, with- 
out hopelessly emasculating it, keep it with- 
in such bounds that not even the most fas- 
tidious can take offense. 

What has been accomplished in one State 
is possible in another. New York has put 
racing on a firm basis, and Illinois, where 
the game has been apparently killed by the 
gamblers, will probably soon take up the 
matter. 

So far as the Jockey Club is concerned, the 
hands of that body will immensely 
strengthened. No danger exists that the 
ower will be abused, for it is vested in men 
ike L. M. Rumsey and Robert Aull, whose 
support would be eagerly sought in aid of 
any undertaking. The Work of reform will 
make striking progress, and the continued 
elevation of the turf, both here and by 
example in other sections, is now assured. 
It is intended to open the spring race meet 
early, by the middle of May, as the St. Louis 
horses and horsemen have been remarkably 
successful, both on the Frisco and New Or.

He has wandered through -the world, 
from. continent to continent, a prince of 
good fellows in manner, and without the 
most accomplished scoundrel and thtef that 
ever faced a detective.

He its a Southerner, a native of Mem- 
phis,, Tenn. His parents were well up in the 
world and gave their son a splend.d edu- 
catian. 

Everyone liked Will Woodward. He was 
such a bright, handsome chap. He wrote 
charming little verses, full of delicate sen- 
timent. He sang like an angel and wher- 
ever he went in society was looked upon 
as the principal attraction. 

When it came time for him to go to work 
he had no settled idea as to what he would 
make of himself. He tried this place and 
that place—for positions of all kinds were 
always open to him—but he stuck at noth- 
ing. He had no stamina, and by and by he 
drifted off to New York, leaving everyone 
in Memphis regretful. 
For a time he tried his hand at newspaper 
work, but, like everything else, he sickened 
of it and threw it up. This was in the 
early eighties. 

It was about this time that the criminal 
streak in Woodward developed and the in- 
stinct within him grew to be a mania, 

The first time he did anything that 
stamped him as a budding gentus in his new 
profession was in 1883, when the V nickels, 
without the word cents came out. He was 
the first man to plate them with gold and 
pass them for $5 gold pieces. 

Not long after this Woodward became 
associated with a gang of the brightest 
confidence men in the world. He fell in 
with Tom O’Brien, known as The Prince 
of Bunko Steerers;’’ Kid Waddell, Harry 
Manell, Frank Tarbox, a Russian crook, 
known as the Russian Count, and a number 
of others equally as shrewd and notorious. 
Together they looted the world until final- 
ly the law got them one after another. 
Woodward is about the last to fall. 

One of the principal grafts of the gang 
was skin gambling on the ocean liners. 
They traveled back and forth on the big 
steamships, robbing wealthy tourists who 
thought they could play peker. In one of 
Woodward's coups he is said to have 
cleaned up $100,000 from a rich New Yorker. 

From time to time at either end of the 
line the members of the gang would lay off 
and turn a few tricks on land. On one oc- 
casion Woodward got into Millionaire Cor- 
coran of Washington for $7,000 b re- 
senting himself as a nephew of Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut, with a wonderful 
money-making scheme. He was never pros- 
ecuted for this. 

At another time he and Frank Tarbox 
were in London. They were gambling one 
night with a couple of English bookmakers 
in the latters’ rooms. The kies were 
shrewd enough to discover that they 
were being cheated. They made a fight of 
it and the two Americans grabbed a 
couple of broadswords hanging on the walls 
as ornaments almost cut the Englishmengto 
pieces. 

Tarbox fled to South Africa, where he wes 
captured and taken back to England. He 
was tried and is now doing time for the as- 
sault. 


Woodward with his customary good luck 
escaped to Ceylon and was not located. 
While on the island he treated an Indian 
Prince to a sample of American shrewd- 
ness and skinned ~ potentate out of an 
normous amount of gems. 
si From Ceylon Woodward went to South 
Africa and manipulated successfully a big 
diamond swindle, getting off with a fabu- 
us sum. 
“= his way back from Ceylon Woodward 
came by way of the Suez Canal. On board 
the ship with him were a number of card 
sharps. One of them was a Roumanian 
Jew. There was also on board the widow 
of a very rich American, to whom the 
Roumanian was one r by 
Woodward as a Greek nee.

After a time Woodward drifted back to 
New York, and was amazed to find that his 
old friend, the Roumanian, had kept up his 
bluff about being a Greek prince, and had 
married the rich American widow.

A FEATURE OF THE CIVIC FEDER- 
‘ ATION DISCUSSED. 


IT SURPRISES POLITICIANS. 


Ward Clubs May Aid a Candidate at 
the Primaries That the Cen- 
tral Council Opposes. 


Much speculation is being indulged in 
by the politicians as to the force of the 
Civic Federation at the primaries, both 
Democratic and Republican. . 

The Central Council of the Federation 
has not the power, according to the con- 
stitution and by-laws, to compel a ward 
civic club to indorse and vote for any one 
candidate or any one ward delegation. 
Therefore, it is claimed that one ward civic 
club may indorse a Harrison delegation, 
another club a Brown delegation, another 


Noonan, and still another a Meriwether 
delegation. 

Thus, while the Central Council might 
think Harrison the best man for Mayor, 
the ward civic clubs neve a right to m- 
dorse whom they pleas 

“The Ward Civic ‘Club bears the same 
relation to the Central Council of the Fed- 
eration that a State bears to the United 
States,“ said Berry of the 
Civic Federation. Central ‘council 
appointed a secret committee of five to in- 
vestigate the records of aldermanic candi- 
dates and particularly the records of 
men on the delegations for the various 
mayoralt 7 candidates for nomination. The 
report of this committee will de made to 
Dr. Boyd on Monday. This report will un- 
doubtedly be accepted by the Central 
Council, Which, in.accordance with this re- 
port, will simply recommend that a cer- 
tain delegation supported by the Fed- 
erationists in any one ward. 

But the Central Council has not the pow- 
er to say that any Ward Civic Club shall 
support the delegation the Central Council 
recommends, for that would be dictation 
and would turn the Civic Federation into a 
political machine.” 

“The Civic Federation’s Central Coyncil 
is not friendly to Noonan, is it?’ 

“TIT don’t think it is.“ replied Mr. Berry. 
“If Noonan were the mayoralty nominee 
the Central Council might not indorse him.” 

But, to your rules, many ward 
Civic clubs could indorse Noonan delega- 
tions simply because good men are on them 
in some instances, and thereby t to nomi- 
nate a man who is not acceptable to the 
Central Council, and who, if nominated, 
might be repudiated by that council,“ was 
the proposition then stated to Mr. Berry. 
“Yes, that is the case, replied Mr. Be 
“But the Federationists are supposed to vo e 
12 the delegation having the best man on 


“But if that delegation of good men hap- 

pen to represent an unacceptable or a weak 

candidate, then the Federationists voting 

for jt simply waste their strength, do they 
not 


Wen. we can't help that. The Central 
Council cannot compel the Federationists 
of a ward to vote for any one delegation.” 
When Mr. Berry’s explanation of Civico 
Federation rules was outlined to an old poli- 
tician, the latter said: 

“Then the Civic Federation certainly 
lacks cohesiveness, judging it from a polit- 
ical standpoint. Instead of controlling its 
25,000 or 3, votes, which it claims to 
have, for any one man, those votes can 
be divided and scattered among the dele- 
gations for all four Democratic candidates 
for Mayor. 

Now the Civic Federation its sup 
to be friendly to Edwin Harrison an 
friendly to Judge Noonan. In some west- 
ern wards I know of strong Brown-Noonan 
delegations having good men on them, and 
Harrison is being given a hot fight. If the 
Civic Federation clubs in those wards sup- 
port the — — delegations they 
will most assuredly be giving support to 


Noorfan, a man whom the highest body of 
the Civic Federation is supposed not to 
indorse. The Civic Federation, while I am 


in sympathy with its work, appears: to be a 
political anomaly in some respects.”

Large Quantities of Vegetables Arriv- 
ing From Mexico and Also 
Louisiana. 


The market has been actually flooded with 
gtrawberries the past few days. The receipts 
were surprisingly large and prices dropped 
down lower than dealers or consumers gen- 
erally have been aware of. The decline was 
due to the large offerings and unfavorable 
weather. It takes bright, sunny weather 
to sharpen the appetite for the luscious 
berry. Choice to fancy quart baskets can 
be had at retail at 30 to 35 cents. The offer- 
ings have been mainly from Florida, which 
came through in excellent condition in re- 
frigerator boxes. A few small lots came 


in from Texas, but the fruit was inferior 
and suffered by comparison. 


Some of the landlords on Third street 
seem to be indifferent to modest requests 
from tenants, and appear to ignore the fact 
that a number of fine stores are for rent 
ust north of the congested produce quar- 
ers.

uation has been such that no other goods 
could be secured to hedge on.

Louisiana cabbage has been offered here 
side by side. The results of many of these 
ventures have been somewhat disastrous 
Florida, Texas and California stock, which 
involved such heavy freight charges has 
been the principal sufferers, the railroads 
getting over three-fourths of the proceeds 
of sale.

WHEAT MARKET 
RATHER NERVOUS 


MOST OF THE TRADING LAST 
WEEK WAS SPECULATIVE. 


CROPS AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


The Supply Seems to Be Ample, but 
March Is Always a Diffi- 
cult Month. 


The wheat market exhibited a fair amount 
of activity last week, but the feeling was 
nervous and unsettled and the fluctuations 
both frequent and comparatively wide. 

Trading from a speculative standpoint 
was fairly good, but while the market was 
full of surprises, sellers apparently had a 
little the best of the bargain. 

Foreign markets were generally weak in 
spite of the oft repeated war rumors and 
comparatively light world’s shipments. The 
amount. on passage shows a heavy falling 
off and the four port clearances were light. 

Receipts of wheat at primary points con- 
tinue to be fairly heavy and local receipts 
are increasing rapidly, but this is partly 
due to the recent purchases of wheat in 
Chicago by St. Louis houses. 

The political complications in the East 
still continue to be the leading feature of 
the market, but in spite of the strained 
political relations between the great powers, 
which should have enabled the bulls to 
secure a decided advantage, prices have 
not been well maintained, although there 
have been occasional bulges. 

While a general European war is not ex- 
pected, or likely, the situation is anything 


but safe, and with both politics and the 
weather to depend upon we should have 
good scalping markets for a while, but 
when aided by a war, scare, the naturally 
strong statistical position and a very bullish 
Government report the bulls have been un- 
abie to secure any decided advantage, it 
looks as if prices are nearly as high as 
they can be maintained. On the other hand 
the light stocks, probable political complica- 
tions, and possible crop damage should be 
sufficient to sustain the market at nearly 
its present level. 


The Government report estimate of 88,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in farmers’ hands 
im the United States March 1, which would 
ordinarily have been very bullish, had lit- 
tle effect upon the market, partly because 
Government crop statistics are so mani- 
festly unreliable that traders have ceased 
to pay much attention to them, and partly 
because the figures had already been dis- 
counted. 

Receipts of wheat in the Northwestern 
markets are gradually growing larger, and 
the Minneapolis Market Record estimates 
that farmers in that section will have 
nearly 12,000,000 bushels to sell in excess of 
—— required for seed and for home 
mills. 

A little better domestic demand for flour 
is reported, but the foreign demand is still 
very slow. 

The growing crop in all European countries 
except Russia is in good condition, and from 
that country the reports are still so con- 
flicting that it is hard to determine the ex- 
tent of the damage resulting from the lack 
cf snow protection and other causes, but 
on the theory that no news means good 
news“ it is fair to presume that the crop 
will be up to the average. x 

In this country the general outlook for the 
winter wheat is so favorable that the 
chronic ‘‘crop killer’’ has become discour- 
aged and has sent in very few bad reports 
of late. 

March, however, is the critical month, and 
we may expect the usual number of dam- 
age reports until the middle of April, unless 
the weather continues unusually favorable. 
Producers and consumers have not held 
as small stocks of wheat and flour in the 
last five years as they have on hand at 
present, but. buyers have become accus- 
tomed to carrying light stocks and living 
on a hand-to-mouth plan, waiting for 
something to turn up; and the small out- 
put of the mills is due more to a lack of 
dema for flour than to a scarcity of 
wheat, 

The consumers of wheat, both at home 
and abroad, appear to have got into the 
habit of being economical in its use, and 
there was probably never a time in recent 
years when less wheat was used per cap- 
ita during the first nine months of a crop 
season than has been used during the past 
nine months. 

Notwithstanding the scarefty of wheat 
flour has been proportionately cheap, and 
has not moved with the freedom that was 
to be expected. 

European farmers apparently have not 
marketed their wheat and rye crop of 1 
as fast proportionately as we have in this 
country, and this is especially true of the 
English farmers. 

According to the London correspondent of 
the Montreal Trade Bulletin the wheat in 
farmers’ hands in England March 1 was 
36,000,000 bushels, as compared with 18,000,000 
bushels, on March 1, a year ago, and in ad- 
dition to this he estimates that the dimin- 
ished consumption is more than enough to 
offset the deficiency in the imports. 

With this surplus to rely upon English 
buyers have lost any fears they may have 
had of not being able to procure a sufficient 
amount of wheat to run them the balance of 
the season, and it is to a realization of 
this fact that the weakness of foreign mar- 
kets in the face of the strong statistical 
position may be attributed. 

Stocks of breadstuffs in the 

European countries show a very 
reduction in spite of the comparativ 
export movement from all countries. 


Wheat, corn and oats all closed strong 
yesterday and buyers were more anxious 
than at any time during the week, but ex- 
cepting May wheat, which shows an ad- 
vance for the week of . of a cent, and 
cash wheat, which shows substantial ad- 
vance, everything is lower. 
July wheat shows a net loss for the week 
of 1%@% cents, May corn a net loss of 
%4@% cent, July corn a net loss of % cent 
and May oats a loss for the week of % 
cent. 
Cash corn and cash oats are both very 
dull and show no advance over last Satur- 
dav's prices. . 
The flour market is practically unchanged, 
although a little firmer feeling prevails. 
The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis and vicinity for the week was 39,5 
as compared with 46,100 barrels last week 
and 89.150 barrels for the corresponding 
week last year.

VIGOROUS ADVANCE. 


STOCKS BEING PUSHED HEAVILY 
FROM A HIDDEN SOURCE. 


NO WaR SCARE VISIBLE. 


The Tone of the Money Market Is Im- 
proving Every 
Day. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—The Post says: 
Exactly what was the guiding influence in 
to-day’s cOntinued vigorous advance in 
prices it was not altogether easy to discover. 
By some the buying movement was ascribed 
to the member of a family of railway mag- 
nates who has inherited most of his father’s 
speculative tastes, by others it was attrib- 
uted to the foreign banking combination 
which a week ago launched the Lakeshore 
bond refunding contract. Still others ac- 


cepted as sufficient — the well un- 
derstood experience of a large professional 
short interest, —.— some time ago on ex- 
pectation of a European war. This third ex- 
planation is, however, inadequate. 

A speculator involved in contracts for 
delivery at lower prices will, indeed, re- 
treat when his forecast of events turns out 
mistaken, but he will not run with such 
speed as to-day’s‘and yesterday's markets 
indicate, unless somebody with a formid- 
able backing is in pursuit of him. Who- 
ever, then, has en at the bottom of 
the recent buying, the interesting question 
is, how long its Influence will prevail on 
the general market. When securities are 
bought to keep, when, in brief, they are 
absolutely taken from the market, the sim- 
ple law of supply and demand fixes a per- 
manently higher level. There is not, how- 
ever, much reason to suppose that the lead- 
ers of this week's advance of prices have 
bought securities wholly on this baszs. 
Next week they may be sellers. The per- 
manency of the movement then depends 
on the action of the investing community 
in general. With this interest it is always 
possible that the mene of rising prices will 
overcome protracted hesitation. hen this 
happens, with funds available for such in- 
vestments, a steadily advancing level is 
assured, the other hand, it must be 
kept in mind that capital and profits free 
for employment in investment has been 
heavily reduced within the year. Caution, 
in other words, is stimulated not alone 
by doubt over the probable course of 
prices, but by the leanness of the average 
private purge. 

The volume of trading on to-day’s market 
was considerably enlarged, the total sales 
exceeded those of any Saturday since the 
second week in January. Advances were 
particulerly notable in the Vanderbilt se- 
curities and in the other standard railway 
shares. The industrials showed no sympa- 
thetical strength and in the case of Rubber 
stock, a shary decline took place. 

The general market closed with fractional 
reactions. The weekly bank statement was 
much as has been expected. 


MONEY IS PLENTIFUL. 


The Commercial Advertiser’s Cheerful 
Review of the Markets. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—In a review of 
trade the Commercial Advertiser says to- 
day: ; 

“The question is now how the great in- 
dustries in the country stand and what 


are their prospects? 

Money is plentiful at low rates of inter- 
est, and it is probably not necessary to 
point out how powerful a factor is cheap 
eredit in bfinging about commercial and 
industrial activity. The consuming popu- 
lation has no reserves of goods on hand, 
but is buying only on a basis described as 
hand to mouth. We may pass in review 
all the leading industries of the country, 
and we find that almost without exception 
the absence of reserves or stocks in re- 
tailers’ hands ia the most characteristic 
feature. 

People are wearing out old clothes rather 
than supply themselves with new ones. 
That is because the factories where they 
work are elther idle or running on reduced 
ttime, and they are not earning enough 
money to buy anything. 

What is wanted is that consumption shall 
increase, and as soon as this takes place 
production must increase, which brings ad- 
ditional workers into the army of employed, 
thus further increasing the army of con- 
sumers, with a consequent reaction again 
on production. 

Abroad it looks as if the outbreak of ac- 
tive hostilities on a large scale in connection 
with the Cretan trouble might possibly 
communicate a shock to the civilized world 
and therefore to this country. Such a 
shock, however, would be short, and by no 
means serious in its effects in the long run. 
It must be remembered that our position 
with regard to the rest of the world is 
probably stronger than it has been at any 
time since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. We owe practically no money, on 
current account, and on capital account we 
owe relatively less than in a good many 
years.

Through the Little Ones 


the Parents Are Reached 


and Redeemed. 


In the Young the Foundation for Useful Man 
and Womanhood Is Laid. 


A Visit to a Kindergarten in the Tenement District— 
How the Tots Are Taught Politeness Clean- 
liness and to Honor Honest Toil.

The Kindergarten opens at 8:45 in the 
morning; at noon the children go home to 
dinner and return at 1 o’clock and stay 
awhile in the afternoon. First is the prayer 
and hymn, followed by the morning talk; 
then comes the song which bears upon the 
thought of the day. Once a week a story is 
read by the teacher, and once a week the 
children bring their lunches and spread 
them on their tables and they all eat lunch 
together. This is done to instill a sense of 

enerosity and table manners into the chil- 

ren.. It is remarkable how little selfishness 
is “res on this or any other occasion. 
On other days, when some little one has no 
lunch, and stands around, looking wistfully 
at the others while they eat, it is sure to 
be asked by some one to partake of their 
bread and meat. There is none of the 

reediness and petty selfishness ex- 

wited on such occasions by children used 
to every comfort and luxury. The older 
children take an interest in the yotnger 
ones, and watch over them. One little one 
saw a companion crying at recess, and, 
going up to him, patted him on the head 
and said: Now, don’t oo cry, Johnnie: 
— ‘00 come along, and we'll dance and 
sing.’ 

Miss Harbaugh has eight assistants, two 
of whom are volunteers who are teaching 
and studying simultaneously.

Most of the people “who haye inhabited 
this neighborhood for the last five years 
have been Russian Jews. here are some 
Germans, Italians and negroes, but the 
negro element is small. The Russtans have 
about cleaned qut the old scum who in- 
fected this place and have taken things into 
their own hands and brought about man 
needed improvements. They are good, 
moral, hard-working people. They are kind 
to their children and seldom fail to provide 
necessary clothing and food. 

They have cleaned out one of the worst 
dives in this locality, torn down the house 
and are building at spare moments a stable 
in its place. These people are peddlers, tail- 
ors and merchants on a small scale. 

Their children have inherited their fac- 
ulty of concentration. These children 
never waste a moment nor lose their heads 
when strangers come in, but keep right on 
with their work. They make the most of 
every opportunity. One little boy, Ike, is 
the hardest worker in his class. He has 
already evinced the commercial instincts

The time most dreaded by the teachers is 
the interval between Friday and Monday. 

After this length of time spent in their 
homes it is often difficult to bring the 
children back to routine work. 22 seem 
to lay aside the good influences of the kin- 
dergarten to imbibe the wickedness of the 
home and streets. 

The Shields Kindergarten is a typical one 
of its class, and its teachers have more 
tough characters to deal with and more 
poverty and uncleanliness to contend with 
than any others in the city. But this does 
not deter them. They love their work, and, 
considering the surroundings, one would not 
suspect from a morning —— with its 
pupils that these AUttle children were the 
Sulfdren of the slums. Every little face was 
clean, every head neatly combed, and 
though many wore clothes too large or too 
small, patched and faded, they presented 
a picture fit to engage the eye and crayon 
of an artist and a study worthy the dee t 
thoughts of the philosopher and philan- 
thropist.

What has contributed more than anything 
else to encourage this particular form of 
dishonesty is the relative immunity of the 
offenders from punishment. The persons 
victimized always shrink from the publicity 
and odium of a prosecution which they are 
perfectly aware will, in most cases, cause 
more unpleasantness to themselves than to 
the thief. 
No more striking {llustration of this need 
be cited than the case of Mrs. Osborne, the 
well-to-do scion of the ancient and ilius- 
trious house of Elliott. She, while stay- 
at Hargreave Castle, stole her hostess pearl 
necklace and sold it for the ridiculously 
small sum of $3,000 to a London jeweler. 
Mrs. Hargreave, sorely against her will, 
was forc to prosecute her young friend, 
who was sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment. But astonishing though it may ap, 
r. the sympathy of society and even of 
the public was all in favor of the thief, 
while poor Mrs. Hargreave, whose conduct 
was characterized by the utmost forbear- 
ance and delicacy, has been subjected ever 
‘wince to something very wouch akin to social 
ostracism.

Since the 189 census was taken there has 
been a heavy increase in the volume of St. 
Louis manufactures. The increase in vol- 
ume of products is estimated by competent 
authorities on such subjects at considerably 

excess of 2) per cent. The increase in 
the quantity of, goods sold also shows, of 
course, the same ratio. 

The value of the products sold and the 
Profits on same will show but a slight in- 
crease. This is due to the general reduction 
in prices that has taken place since 189 in 
all or nearly all manufactured products. 
Many of the fixed charges of manufactur- 
ing have not been proportionately decreased, 
hence the smaller profits. 

It is estimated that the total manufact- 
ured — of this city at present will foot 
up abou 000,000 in value.

The 
policy of the association has not been to 
antagonize the railroads or to try to force 
5 — them general reductions, but to bring 
about adjustments of a ent discrimina- 
tions by conciliatory and Friendly meana. 
successful has this policy proven that the 
officers of the association are now given 
every assistance by the railroads in ob- 
taining information desired. 

The association has been successful in 
changing classifications and removing dis. 
criminations to such an extent that St. 
Louis has been placed on the basis of 
favored cities on every article that has 
been taken up by the association. 

en a member complains of a specific 
rating that is in favor of another city, the 
matter is at once taken up with the rail- 
roads, and ere a case has been made 
there has never been a failure to have it 
removed. It is the boast of the association 
that enough classifications and discrimina- 
tions have thus been eorrected to save to 
the city more than forty times the entire 
cost on 5 the association. 

The famous bridge arbitrary,“ which has 
So long throttled the commerce of the city, 
has been given particular attention. It is 
now claimed that the arbitrary has been 
removed or absorbed on over 47 per cent of 
the manufactured articles that are shipped 
out of St. Louis. The charge has been ab- 
sorbed on every pound of manufactured 
freight that is shipped to points south of 
the Ohio River or from any such points in- 
to St. Louis. 

important reform recently brought 
about by the Manufacturers’ Association 
is the correction of delays in shipments of 
freight. The number of delayed shipments 
were enormous up to a short time ago, and 
the disadvantage to the merchants of the 
city was great. A joint freight time-card— 
the only one, nu in existence—was 
agreed on October 1 last between the rail- 
roads and the Association's Traffic Com- 
mittee, and copies distributed to all members 
and to many other merchants. Whenever 
shipments are delayed for any reason the 
railroads report the cause to the Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and word is sent to the 
shippers. So wide spread have the benefits 
of this system been, that since December 
18 last not a single delayed shipment has 
been reported. 


A commercial straw showing how the 
business winds blow toward this city has 
just been reported to the Manufacturers 
Association. Parties in Washington, D. C., 
are preparing to equip the new underground 
trolley street car line as the finest road in 
the world. Competition for the car contract 
was brisk, but narrowed down to the three 
St. Louis street car works. So close were 
they in their bids and specifications that the 
awarding contract to one of them was on a 
slight detail.

Since her coronation Queen Victoria has 
been in receipt of a civil list amounting to 
nearly $38,000.000 a year. Most of this goes 
to definite accounts, but $300,000 is designated 
as the Queen’s private purse, and of this no 
acounting is ever asked. She has at her 
disposal] the income from the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, which affords about an equal 
amount. This makes more than half a 
million dollars a year which she can use 
as she pleases, and ft is known that she has 
saved and profitably invested it. As the in- 
come from the Duchy of Lancaster is con- 
stantly increasing, and as the investments 
of years ago have been profitable beyond 
comparison, Queen Victoria’s property is 
worth nearly $100,000,000. 

Kings and queens are exempt from the 
usual procedure when making wills, and 
their last testaments are never probated. 
The exact amounts the bequeath are, 
therefore, never known. owever, it is cer- 
tain that Queen Victoria inherited from the 
Prince Consort as much as $20,000,000. He 
had all his life been in receipt of a 
income, which he did not spend. Much o 
it was invested in land in South Kensing- 
ton, the most faehionable part of London, 
which is now worth more per square foot 
than he paid per acre for ft. 

The Queen will, therefore, have enough to 
provide for each of her numerous descend- 
ants handsomely. Princess Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, her favorite child, will doubtless 
receive a large sum, as she and her children 
are now dependent on the Queen’s bounty.
